WOULD HAVE VOTER 
USE RUBBER STAMP

COLUMBUS. Feb. 2 — (AP) — 
You’ll use a rubber stam p X to 
m ark election ballot choices, In­ 
stead of a pencil, If a new plan 
becomes law in Ohio. 
It is one of the sweeping changes 
proposed by Sen Carl D. Sheppard 
(R -Sum m it) for the sta te ’s voting 
system. 
He said they were designed to 
prevent m echanical errors blamed 
for discarding thousands of ballots 
in the last election and to strength­ 
en parties. 
Sheppard 
long 
has 
advocated 
changes in O hio’s election 
laws. 
He authored several of the rigid 
provisions in present statutes. 
O ther m ajor provisions of Shep­ 
pard ’s 
bill 
Introduced 
yesterday 
would: 
Substitute 
the 
M assachusetts- 
type ballot, listing candidates by 
offices, for the present party-col- 
um n ballot headed by emblems. 
Require pre-prim ary party con­ 
ventions to pick candidates for each 
office. 
Require 
declaration 
of 
party 
m em bership 40 days before prim ­ 
aries to vote in those elections or 
to change parties. 
This would not 
apply to general elections. 
Sheppard said the party m em ­ 
bership rule 
was

“We propose to furnish the vot­ 
ing booth only with a rubber stam p 
bearing a cross X,” Sheppard said. 
“In tha t way voters will not cut up 
didoes w ith a pencil." 
States now using such stam ps 
are C alifornia, Nevada, Ok lahoma, 
Louisiana and K entuck y, he added.

A resume of the history of the 
Farmers National b ank was giv en 
b y President E. M. St?phenson, who 
was guest speaker at a dinner meet­ 
ing of the Salem Historical society 
Tuesday ev ening In the Lape hotel, 
“A 20-year charter for Salem’s 
first 
financial 
Institution 
was 
granted the Farmers b ank of Salem 
Feb . 16. 1846," the president said in 
his informativ e talk. 
“In order that it might issue its 
own b ank notes and thus supply the 
district with t.ie currency which 
b usiness req uired, the institution 
was organized as a b ranch of the 
state b ank of Ohio. It had capital 
of $100,000 distrib uted among 123 
inv estors, all of th?m residents of 
Columb iana county, each of whom 
took from one share to 179 of stock 
at $109 a share,’’ history rev eala 
"The prime mov er in this great 
enterprise, as in most projects for 
the town, was Zadok Street, first 
white child b orn in Salem," Step­ 
henson said. 
"Ev en the proposal for a railroad 
was not enough to satisfy the am­ 
b itious spirit of this hardy pioneer. 
He felt that the community’s fu­ 
ture also depended upon a b ank," 
the speaker commented. 
The speaker was presented b y 
Roy W. Harris, president.
